Washington, Sept. 15.— Eight air 
mall routes, touching 28 large cities 
Iii all parts of the nation and e xtend­ 
ing 4,676 mites, will

within two or three months if the 
post office departm ent accepts bids 
for their operation, *ubmitted today. 
The eight routes to be leased to 
commercial firms will lie supplement­ 
ed by several other line* as soon as

SE LEK'TI HAI NEED COH* 


F armers of the Northwest should now be selectin g supplies 
of seed corn for next year’s planting, says A. C. Amy, spokes­ 
man for the Minnesota Agricultural experiment station at St. 
Paul. 
“Because dry weather has hastened the maturing of the corn 
crop, farmers should not delay the selection of seed supplies for 
next year. 
Seed corn should be selected by September 20 and 
stored in a dry well ventilated place where it will cure quickly.” 
To delay the selection of seed corn is to run the risk of ex­ 
posing it to killing frosts which reduce its powers of germina­ 
tion and prospects of a good crop next year. 
One of the best 
forms of insurance for a corn crop is seed properly selected in 
advance of killing frosts, properly cured and stored for the winter.

The following year, in 1924, til* association am i a team of its hest play­ 
ers, headed by Helen Wills, the national champion, to Europe to defend the 
cup nnd to play in the British championships ai Wimbledon and iii iii* olym ­ 
pic matches at Baris. 
The Americans lost the cup by a score of 6 to I and Miss Wills was 
beaten twice and the excuse was made that the handicap of traveling, climata, 
etc., was too much to be borne by women players, 
It was put forward then that th** cup would alternate between England 
and the United States according to the country iii which Hie matches were 
played, 
This year, howe ver, the British team, under the same handicap that the 
Americana were at Wimbledon, came to Forest Hills and successfully de­ 
fended the cup, winning th*1 tournnm* ut by a score of 4 to 3. 
Miss McKana, th*1 former British champion, wha was here In 1923, was 
the only member of the British team who had any experience with th** A mer* 
lean hall and the only on*1 who had played before In this country.

TRAVEL NOT ALWAYS EXCUSE FOR DEFEATlSMARIZE THE 


DRIFT OF FARMERS 


PROSPERITY HERE

New York, Sept. IR.— Hardships of travel, differences in clim ate and play­ 
ing conditions have alw ays been quoted as excu ses for the failure 
if th* 
case so happened—of eastern football team s to live up to form against west 
e m team s in California. 
Eastern defenders, when there was a defense needed, beld that the long 
trip across the continent, the strange w eather and unfamiliar fields militated 
against the eastern team and worked to the advantage of the western team. 
Not only in football but more particularly in international tennis, the 
travel has been held as working a trem endous disadvantage against the play­ 
ers who have to do the traveling. 
The theory, however, was exploded com pletely at Forest Hills recently 
when the team of British women players, after a voyage of 3,000 m iles from 
London, under unfamiliar turf conditions and with a hall that was strange to 
the majority of them, defeated the American team and retained possession 
of the W ightman Cup. 
The cup, put info competition by Mrs. Hazel Hotchkiss W ightm an, wife 
of the former president, of the United States Lawn T ennis association, for 
the purpose of establishing a Davis Cup contest for women players, was 
played for in 1923 for the first time. 
The British team came to Forest Hills and was defeated by a score of 
7 to 0. 
The visitors had only two days to practice for the matches, they were 
not familiar with the lively hall that is used in this country and they did not 
have the feel of the faster American turf. 
The follow ing year, in 1924, the a: soeiation sent a team of its hest play­ 
ers, headed by Helen Wills, the national champion, to Europe to defend the 
cup and to play in the British championships al Wimbledon and in the Olym­ 
pic matches at Paris. 
The Americans lost the cup by a score of ti to I and Miss W ills was 
beaten twice and the excuse was made that the handicap of traveling, climate, 
etc., was too much to be borne by women players. 
It was put forward then that the cup would alternate between England 
and the United Stales according to the country in which the matches were 
played. 
This year, however, the British team, under the same handicap that the 
Americans were at Wimbledon, came to Forest Hills and successfu lly de­ 
fended the cup, winning the tournament by a score of 4 to 3. 
Miss McKane, the former British champion, who was here in 1923, was 
the only member of the British team who had any experience with the Am er­ 
ican ball and the only one who had played before in this country. 
So, it would seem, that class holds in the long run and that climate, the 
rigors of travel, etc., haven’t so much to do with it as some excusers would 
like.
